Is It Enough To 
I Get Out The Vote? 


As the November 8 election draws ever 
closer, Allegany County finds itself with a near* 
record registration of voters, thanks in large 
part to the efforts of several organizations to 
persuade people to register so that they will 
be able to vote. 
Aside from the predictable 
clforts of the major parties, there were several 
other groups in the field, urging all eligible 
citizens to sign up. Now that the election is less 
than two weeks away, the citizens who were 
persuaded to register will be encouraged to 
follow through by going to the polls on election 
day. 
While all such efforts to get more Americans 
to use their franchise are commendable for their 
good intent, we are nevertheless led to wonder 
now and then about the value of it all. There s 
no way of proving it, but we suspect that get- 
out-the-vote campaigns may be failing in one of 
their chief aims: 
to produce better expression 
of the vox populi at the polls. This is because 
the efforts are good only as far as they go, and 
usually this is not far enough. 
Writing on this subject in The New York 
T m»M Magazine October 16, Andrew Hacker 
makes the point that “at least half of the adult 
American population is not politically conscious 
in any meaningful way.” If this is true, then why 
urge them to vote"* Is their vote really any better 
than no vote at all? More accurately, sh o u ld st 
the emphasis be placed on helping people to 
develop some political consciousness, so that 
when they go to the polls it’s because of con­ 
victions that drive them to vote for or against 
somebody, and not merely because they’ve been 
told time and again that voting is a duty? 
None of this is said to detract from the 
conscientious efforts of the various get-out-the- 
vote campaigners. They have done a good job 
and are doing their best to perform a valuable 
public service. 
The point is that there is an 
even bigger job to be done, and it has not so 
far received enough attention. 
Meanwhile, for those who have been or will 
be talked into going to the polls but who haven't 
bothered to follow the campaign, there s still a 
little time left. Those who will vote November 8 
should make the most of it.

If the prier 
ol gold continues to rise, it might become necessary 
to devalue the dollar. The peril of such an aet could 
he world-wide. It could devastate the economy of 
the United States. It could bring on an immediate 
economic crisis. 
Did either candidate discuss this quest >n? No! The 
rep o rters who were asking them rather silly questions, 
did not ask. therefore they did not answer. Ground 
rules had been set up to m ake the debates sound 
limpid. As, for instance, that unbelievably naive ques­ 
tion in the fourth debate regarding who is to be 
appointed Secretary of State 
Why is it naive’ 
First 
of all, the President conducts the foreign policy of 
the United States and is the only elected national 
official, with the Vice P resident, for the entire country. 
Secondly, it is neither custom ary nor politically sound 
in the United States to nam e m em bers of a Cabinet 
during a cam paign. These officers are not independent 
political personalities in this country as they are in 
G reat Britain or France. 
They serve at the pleasure 
of the President and have to be confirmed by the Senate 
They are not necessarily career men or experts and 
•re often appointed to strengthen the President’s b ar­ 
gaining position with Congress. 
No candidate who 
knows what he is doing would therefore nam e such an 
official prior to Election Day. 
Take, for instance, Senator Kennedy’s dilem m a, 
should he be elected. He might want to appoint Chester 
Bowles Secretary of State, and Abraham Ribieoff A ttor­ 
ney G eneral 
Both come from Connecticut, a sm aller 
state, 
It might not be politically sound to give such 
a state two Cabinet posts. 
Or Vice President Nixon, 
should he be elected, m ight want to appoint Thom as E 
Dewey Secretary of State, and continue William P 
Rogers as Attorney G eneral 
Both come from New 
York State. 
It might be inexpedient to give these two 
New Yorkers such high posts in the governm ent 
Such 
m atters a te finely balanced because the Cabinet often 
is m ade to be representative of all parts of the country. 
Furthermore, these personalities have views of 
their own which may not svnchronize with those of 
the leader of the party. 
After the candidate has 
been elected, that is another matter. 
He sets the 
direction and thoxe who do not choose to follow 
have no place in the Administration. 
These debates have been too formalized, too rigid. 
At no tim e did one or the other of the debaters provide 
docum entation to prove a point 
Statistics were in rough 
num bers. 
No time w as used for definition of term s 
and therefore nothing w as absolutely clear.

fective type 'I H ‘. is transm itted 
via w ater or food that has been 
contam inated with the causative 
agent. This variety of the infec­ 
tion favors army cam ps and insti­ 
tutions such as orphanages and 
m ental hospitals where cross-in- 
lections tend to occur. But epi­ 
dem ics are being reported from 
m any civilian com m unities in most 
slates.

But 
to cause SH. contam inated blood 
m ust be injected directly into a 
susceptible person, This is done 
in blood transfusions or through 
contact with inadequately cleaned 
needles, surgical instrum ents, or 
dental drills.

But 
on the books of Nixon's Inc , it 
is carried as a one-year loan from 
H annah M. Nixon 
A letter of agreem ent w as sign­ 
ee. D ecem ber IO. 1956. and never 
recorded,

liable for repa.vment of the $205.- 
OOO H annah Nixon, the Vice P re s­ 
ident's m other, put up as colla­ 
teral Lot IO on W hittier Boule­ 
vard. for which the Nixon* had 
paid $4 000 and which w as val­ 
ued for tax purposes at $13 OOO.
